Coureygon Soungaliaii, a beautiful slave 
girl of the Mandanao Moras, on the Phil- 
ippine reservation at the Word's Fair, is 
to be given her freedom in order that she 
may become a bride. 

Datta Asume, an official of the tribe, has 


her his wife after the forms of the Monam- 
medan religion. Moro slaves cannot marry 
nor be given in marriage, but Moro Sul- 
tans, or governors, have the power of 
liberating slaves and enabling them to 
marry. 

Data Asume has pleaded with Sultan 
Pitillan with such effect that the sultan 
has promised to make Coureygon free. The 
promise is as good as the fulfillment 
that it removes the restraint which extsted 
before the courtship is proceeding ardently, 
as between equals in Moro society. 
“Announcement has been made that the 
wedding will take place soon after the 
Moros are settled tn their village on the 
shore of Arrowhead lake. 

The ocean yoyage from the Philippines to 
San Francisco was to blame for the love 
affair of Data Asume and the pretty slave 
girl. At home, at Lake Lanao, the: g'r! 
had never attracted his attention particu- 
larly. She had been like the other slave 
girls of the village.

Asumes’ parents. Sultan Patiilian will pay 
the freight. 

After the night's festivities, Asume and 
Coureygon wéll separate, and for three days 
each will remain in the huts of their: re- 
spective parents. Rahaimuda Lumbayan- 
guhai, the native Mohammedan priest, who 
was brought from the .Philippines with 
them, will visit each in turn and £0 
through the traditional teremonies. , 

The second night there will be a fiesta 
at the home of the bride. 

At the end of three days the ceremonies 
wilt conclude with a tom-tom fest. 

The ensuing six days they may not see 
each other. Then each will leave the pa- 
rental hut and they will go away together.

“Let me explain,’ Mr. Harriman said. 
“I am from New York.” 

‘I'm from Missouri,’’ replied the watch- 
man. “Come on!. Don't let’s have any 
trouble. Just get out. That’s for you.’ 

Then Mr. Harriman drew himself up—as 
they say in novels—and in his haughtiest 
tones said: ‘I'm Mr. Harriman!’’ 

“Git!” the watchman cried, and he took 
the owner of many railroads by the shoul- 
der and gently propelled him down the 
steps into outer- darkness.

Kidnapping of Little Daughter Is 
Chief Ground for Grantiig 
of Divorce. 


Mrs. Helen Cohen of 4109 West Pine 
boulevard was granted a divorce Wednes. 
day afternoon from Isadore Cohen, whom 
she married April 9, 1899, when she was 17 
years old, after she had related in detail a 
long chapter of atleged grievances. 

In the course of her testimony, Mrs. Co- 
hen dwelt especially upon the crowning in- 
'@ignits of her married life—her husband's 
kidnaping of their 4-year-old daughter, 
Helen, while the mother was at the theater 
on the evening of Feb. 3 last. In granting 
the divorce, Judge Ryan, before whom the 
case was tried, asked her if she wanted the 
custody of the child. He was startled at 
her reply that she would be satisfied to see 
it once a week. 

“Why do you not want the child? 
the court. 

“My husband has declared;” she re- 
plied, “that there is no law that can take 
the child from himgand if I were given 
custody of her am afraid something 
might happen to her.” 

In her testimony Mrs. Cohen declared 
that a week after their marriage her 
husband told her that her engagement 
ring had been borrowed by him Yor the 
occasion, and that she would have to re- 
turn it. About a onth later, after she 
had ordered clothi on his account and 
with his permission, he refused to pay 
the bills. Six. months after their mar- 
riage, she said, he declared he wanted 
to quit housekeeping, and they went to 
board with her mother. She says he not 
only paid .no board, but borrowed $250 
from his mother-in-law and did not re- 
pay it. 

She déclared that her husband was 
surly and abusive in his language, and 
that now and then, when she talked to 
other men at the dinner table, he would 
order her to her room. On one occasion, 
she testified, he tore up a number of 
souvenir postal cards which she had 
been long collecting.

Escaped Are Held. 


BOTH GIVE BOND THURSDAY 


Bandit’s Statement to Jailer Dawson 
Is Thought by Many to Have 
a Hidden Meaning. 


‘Two hundred dollars is pretty juicy,’ 
was the remark of Bill Rudolph to Jailor 
Dawson when the young bandit was being 
brought from the Kansas penitentiary to 


St. Louis. 

This remark caused the Indictment by the 
present grandjury of William Rockwell, 
chief jail guard, and John Appel, guard, 
who were on duty at the time Rudolph 
made his sensational escape from the St. 
Louis jail last July. The indictments were 
returned late Wednesday, and Judge Mc- 
Donald immediately issued capiases for the 
men. They came into court Thursday and 
gave bonds of $200 each. The indictment 
charges them with neglect of duty and 
permitting a prisoner to escape. 

The citations in the indictment were ex- 
pected to be of a more serious nature. Ru- 
dolph’s enigmatic remark was construed 
in several ways. There were those who 
thought he meant that $200 had been paid 
to officers to assist in or to permit his 


escape. 

» Perhaps, in the opinion of many, he only 
meant that he would give that amount to 
Yescape again, Jailor Dawson, however, 
thought the remark sufficiently significant 
to reopen the investigation of the jail 
guards who were present when Rudoiph 
escaped. At the time he discharged five 
of them. 

Rudolph's escape was of the most dar- 
ing and sensational sort..On the afternoon 
of July 6, 1003, after he had been) shaved 
by the prison barber, he walked down 
the corridor of the jail to the east side, 
calmly climbed to the third tier of ceils, 
and swung himself up into the girders in 
the roof of the jail. With a blow of his 
fist he shattered the skylight and crawled 
through to the roof. He leaped to a roof 
below, and from there to the ground, and 
ran through the house of Jailor Dawson 
to the street and escaped. 

Within the jail prisoners had. started 
a fight, to which the guards ran, ne- 
glecting their post, and it was due 
ineir a.sence that Rudoiph was abie to 
get through and climb to the roof with- 
out detection. 

A rigid ae followed but ap- 
parently no evidence was produced to 
show collusion between and 
prisoners. 

Following Rudolph's escape E. M. 
Hoffman, a guard, brought to Jailer 
Dawson a pipe which he said one of 
the discharged guards named Clark had 
given him to give to Collin’s, Rudolph’'s 
artner in crime, hanged at Union, Mo. 

offman and Clark were both indicted. 

The indictment of Rockwell and Appel 
is for a misdemeanor only, and unless 
evidence of a character not now gener- 
ally known evolves out of the case, their 
punishment, if found guilty, will be not 
greater than a jail sentence.

The Depopulation of Finland. 


In 1898 the number of Finn immigrants to 
America was less than three thousand. In 
1898, when the Czar issued the fatal decree. 
Gepriving the people of Finland of their 
constitutional liberty, the number increased 
to 12,000; in 1900 to 25,000; and in 1903, to half 
a hundred thousand. Sinee 1898 more than 
one hundred and fifty thousand Finns have 
come to the United States, and there are 
now over two hundred thousand Finns un- 
der the American flag. In 1898, Finland's 
population was 2,000,000, so that 10 per cent 
of all Finland's inhabitants in the year 
previous to the Czar's decree are in the 
United States today. A further startiing 
fact ‘s that since the Russian oppression 
the population of Finland has actually de- 
creased from 2,000,000 to 1,700,000, showing 
that, in addition to the 150,000 who have

Two Men Lost and Three Saved on 
Sixteen Months’ Cruise of 
Roanoke. 


ROUND TRIP TO SHANGHAI 


Japanese Sailors Were Surprised and 
Elated at War News Received 
at End of Voyage. 


NEW YORK. May 5.—Back from a long 
and adventurous voyage, which began at 
this port sixteen months ago,. the Bath 
built clipper Roanoke lay off Stapleton, 
Staten Island, yesterday, with a force of 
riggers sending down the tophammer of the 
towering fabric, so that she could pass un- 
der the Brooklyn bridge to her berth, near 
the foot of Grand street, East river. 

There she will land the three thousand 
tons of general cargo which she took on 
board at Shanghai. Nearly two thousand 
tons*of matting, which had been shipped 
at Hong Kong, was landed at Baltimore, 
where the vessel touched before proceeding 
to this port. 

In a voyage which 
months and which is extended over 50,000 
miles of blue watef many strange adven- 
tures may come. It is interesting to note 
that this one more than rounds out her 
master's million miles at sea—four iimes 
the span from earth to moon. . 

He is Capt. ‘Amesbury, who nearly thirty 
years ago started on his wedding trip from 
ithis port in a little two-masted schooner, 
of which he was master. He is now mas- 
ter of a clipper owning four masts, though 
one of these was so badly sprung in a 
typhoon in the China seas that the captain 
was afraid to trust any sail on it during 
the homeward trip; and as a_ result tne 
journey was stretched out to the extraor- 
dinary length which has made this round 
trip notable in ‘marine annals, and almost, 
if not quite, a protitless one. 

It was in a driving rainstorm that a re- 
porter set out to find the Roanoke. ‘There 
was a big flect of sailing ships riding in the 
Narrows, but only one showed such a Mat- 
terhorn altitude as did this giantess, and 
after a long, hard pull the rowboat came 
bobbing alongside. 


Captain Finds 


Son in Port. 
“Captain not aboard,” First Mate Mc- 
Donald explained. ‘‘We had hardly got 


in.’’* the mate continued in a voice like a 
foghorn, “‘before he gets word that his 
son, who is master of the. bark Adolph 
Obrig, and whom he hasn't seen for ten 
years, is in port, having arrived from 
Singapore the tay before the Roanoke gets 
ere. 

“So he unmoors from : 
sets out looking for the son. No; 1 can't 
say where they be now. But wherever 
they be you can bet they are having some 
long yarns to unreef. Ten years 0’ sea 
and wel find much to tell. 

“Tell about these 16 months? O, yes, I 
can do that. No, I don't have no call to 
look at the log for dates. You see, sailor- 
men don't have so much to think about or 
talk about once we get started on one 
of these deep sea trips, and we remember 
all that happens and the time it happens, 
too 

“We sail from her on Dec. 22, 1902, bound 
for Shanghai and with 124,000 cases of oil 
below. 

“Six days out-from here and we meets a 
gale—a regular buster it was, too. We 
had shipped a young New York chap, Will- 
iam Haydon his name was, as likely a lad 
as ever went to sea. Well, sir, he was on 
that poop ladder there when a sea comes 
over the side. and he goes with-it. We 
have her to, but couldn’t rescue the lad, 
and when the gale blows itself out we 
go on our way and rounds the Cape of 
Good Hope—we were going that route— 
and reach Java Head 104 days later. 

“There we gets the sort of weather that 
makes us sometimes think we was an- 
other Flving. Dutchman. though what we 
should be doing. up there in the Sunda 
Straits, providing we was a Flying Dutch- 

man. was what we couldn't figure out see- 
ing that his cruising ground is down by 
the cape Rut there we stuck for more 
than a month. and we was all of #2 days 
making the run through the China seas. 

“Well, we arrive at Shanghai, discharge 
our oil. take on about 3000 tons of general 
cargo and go to Hong Kong. where we gets 
the matting below there, ships a Japanese 
crew and sets sail for home.” 


Japanese Sailors 
Learn of War. 


The mate here interrupted his narrative 


to tell how -amazed the Japanese were to 
phear that war had been declared and of 
their excitement when they heard of the 
Japanese successes. “They were mighty 
good sailormen,’’ he added, “and they all 
left us at Baltimore, probably looking for 
some quick way of getting back and nelp- 
ing out fheir folks.”’ 
“We mide a rescue of some castaways,”’ 
the mate resumed, “three of them adrift 
in a boat, and it_was about time somebody 
picked them up, as in a littl while more 
they would have been dead or drewned. 
Thev were eighty miles south of Borneo 
when we rescued them. Their schocner 
had foundered and they had been floating 
about for ten days when we gets 
on beard, wives them nourishment and 
then transfers them to a steamer. 
“We'got another gale in the Straits—a 

monsoon that keeps us there 27 days. Then 
we clears the straits—and hits a dead calm, 
and straightaway one of our men falls from 
aloft and kills himself. His name was Ed- 

ward Middleton, and he was one of the best 
seamen we had. How he comes to fall 
from aloft nobody ever knew. 

“Then comes along this typhoon, and the 

mainmast !s broken and broken so 
that it looks as ff it would go over the side. 
We takes in sail and when the weather 
moderates we put a spare spar on the after 
side, Inshing it there with chains at both 
ends, then wrapping a heavy hawser a oun! 
mast and spar. 

“But the mast was so weakened that we 
dared not carry sail on it and alj the rest 
of the voyage we made without us ing 
That took at least one-third off our 
and what. with this and the head 
got. we were 155 days coming home,’

NDPW YORK, May 5.—As a layer of odds 
against anything happening either in the 
near or far future, Billy Du Bois, the pook- 
maker, will be asked today in court wheth- 
er he will pay $29,000 he is alleged to owe 
to a blond and sweet manicure girl for 
some promise or other he had made to her 
several years ago. 

To be specific, the girl swears Billy prom- 
ised to pay her $100 a week, and kept up 
the gait for a long time.

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Thé lodge of the Arapahoes on the In- 
dian reservation at the World's Fair is a 
recognition of and tribute to the wisdom 
of a woman. It consists of a large tepee, 
surrounded by a circular hedge of willows 
ten feet high. 

Tepees are as old as the Indians them- 
selves, but the willow hedge which dis- 
tinguishes the Arapahoe Lodge from that 
of other tribes is a modern device, and a 
squaw devised it. 

Her inventiveness was possibly a recom- 
pense for her lack of personal charm, for 
if there is anything in a name (and there 
is a lot in an Indian name), she must have 
been unpleasant to behold. Her name was 
Spotted Face, and she was also known 
as Ugly Woman. 

Cleveland Warden, 2full-blood interpreter 
for the Arapahoes arféi an authority on the 
customs of his people, tells about it. 
“Spotted Face,’’ he says, “had some chi]l- 


dren in the school on the Valentine agency 
in Oklahoma, and to be near them she 
pitched her tepee near the school. It was 
an exposed position and the wind annoyed 
her. She cut willows and built a stockade 
around her tepee, binding the willows to- 
gether with slippery elm bark. The other 
indians laughed at her at first, but they 
soon saw that the hedge protected the 
tepee, and it came into use. This was at 
about the time that the buffaloes disap- 
peaged from the plains and the Arapahoes 
ceased to roam. I think it was in 1877 that 
Spotted Face built her stockade, and ever 
since every: Arapahoe tepee has been sur- 
rounded by a hedge.”’ s 

In common with all*tepees the lodge 
faces to the east. It shelters only two 
families, those of Chief Cut Nose and Earl 
W hiteshirt. Others are to be brought 
from the reservation by Warden, and more 
lodges will be put up. 

The lodge is east of the Indian School 
building, and the earth lodge of*the Paw- 
nees and the grass lodge of the Wichitas 
are being erected near Dy. 
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RIVER STIX HAS 
MUCH OF MYSTERY 


Indiana Stream of Blind Fish Disap- 
pears Three Times During Its 
Short Course. 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 5.—South of this 
city in the vicinity of Orleans, a town situ- 
ated in a valley which is surrounded on all 
sides, except on the east, by hills, there 
‘are many small streams and rivers. all of 
which have the curious habit of disappear- 
ing into the bowels of the earth without 
any system, only to burst forth miles away 
and continue on their course downward to 
the Ohio river and thence to the sea. 

Chief of these streams is Lost river, or 
the River Styx. Its source ts in the cor- 
ner of Washington county, from whence 
it flows westward into Orange county. At 
first it is an insignificant, crookedly twist- 
ing creek, but tributaries aid to its fiow 
until when about 15 miles in length it lays 
claim to the word “river.” 

During its journey it disappears several 
times in jungles ani swamps, but the real 
stream sinks, which gains for it the. name 
it bears; beginning some miles southeast 
of Orleans, there are four of them at an 
average of about two miles apart. 

In dry weather the first sink takes in all 
of the water, which does not appear until 
at Orangeville, ten miles west. he river 
bed between these points becoming a tan- 
zled mass of grass and bushes. The sink 
is but a huge cavernous-looking hole in 
the ground and ‘suggests to the curious the 
entrance to Hades, so dark and unfathom- 
able is it. Light rains will overflow the 
first sink and the surplus water will con- 
tinue down the weed-tangled channel to the 
second. Heavy rains will fill the channel 
to the third and long-continued rains will 
carry some surplus as far as the fourth 
sink. In the last case tke water has two 
exits near Orangeville. Where the water 
is of sufficient quantity to enter the fourth 
sink it rises through three openings and 
flows on through the river bed. 

This dry bed is not an open channel and 


‘is unlike the valley of the usual streams. 


Large upland forest trees grow along the 
banks, showing that for a long time the 
river has been lost in the concretionarv 
limestone below the earth’s surface. The 


underground stream may be reached at

the fourth sink, where the cavernous open- 
ing is about eight feet wide and four feet 
deep, the descent being gradual and 59) 
ect. 

Before appearing at Orangeville the river 
comes to the surface about two miles 
northeast of Orangeville. Here the stream 
may also be reached. In Orangeville is the 
rise of the river, but some people think 
that the true rise is one mile further 
down on the Higgins farm. 

O. C. Salyards and some men went into 
one of these sinks, or caves. When they 
Started in they had to pull the brush and 
trash out of its mouth so they could get 
through. They say that the floor of the 
sink is like the bed of a river and found 
ne caves are grasshoppers and blind 


When the water rises at Orangeville it 
just shoéts up from the ground. It is. very 
deep at this place. Around the opening the 
banks are very high and deep. 

Phe large sink holes around Orleans help 
to drain the township. A short story comes 
to my mind in regard to the large sink 
holes. Once’ Minnie Ochs and Julia Munger 
put a bottle in -one of these places when 
the water was going through it, and later 
it was found down in the Ohio river. 

This sink ss just a hole in the ground 
which leads the water into an underground 
channel, which is thought tg be a part of 
Lost river, out into the Ohjo.

The skin artists, however, 
as a rule,.charge about a dollar for a 
small butterfly or flower of simple design, 
but as much as $30 to $0 for anything in 
the way of really elaborate snake or 
dragon. <A favorite subject with men is 
& pretty little Japanese girl figure. 


‘The fashionable artist naturally does not 
use the old style needle which did good 
work for sailors and navies. The new apr 
paratus is nearly always electric, and the 
colors are varied and in no way injurious. 
The latest form of “beauty doctoring”’ is 
that of tattooing a pretty, fresh complex- 
ion on a withered and valine skin, and the 
healthy look imparted by the needle is ab- 
solutely natural. ‘ 

The craze is rapidly spreading, and no 
one is anybody nowadays who cannot show 
some examples of needle and ink work. 

The Prince of Wales has a most extraor- 
dinary design tattooed on his arm. It take 
the form of a fearful looking dragon, with 
open jaws bristling with rows of gigantic 
teeth, a a row of spiked horns down the 
middle of its back.

JAPANESE WILL ISSUE LOAN . 
OF $50,000,000 NEXT WEEK. 


LONDON, May 5.—Further inquiries show 
that a Japanese loan of $50,000,000 will be 
issued next week. It will take the form of 
seven-vear 6 per cent bonds and the issue 
srice probably will be 93%, the security be- 
ing a first charge on the Japanese customs. 

The loan will be issued simultaneously in 
New York and London, the only detail re- 
maining to be determined being regarding 
the amount which shal) be allotted to each 
city. It is anticipated that London will get 
$35,000,000 and New York $15,000,000. M. Ta- 
kahashi, the Japanese financial agent tn 
London, says the money will not be gent to 
Japan but will be employed in paying the 
balance of tmde. He adds that. in his 
opinion. no other loan will be required by 
Japan before the conclusion of the war.
